wide ring dealing in genuine and 
counterfeit ration stam ps had been 
unearthed in San Francisco, came 
to light today following the pre- 
Christm as arrest of John Alex, 32, 
Navy Yard employe. 
Alex was taken into custody 
after opening a special delivery 
package mailed to him from New 
York. In it were 972 counterfeit 
shoe stam ps, and 9600 genuine 
m eat stam ps At the same time 
federal agencies were investigat­ 
ing his story, a second package, 
reportedly containing more than 
1,000,000 m eat points, some genu­ 
ine, 
also was delivered at his 
apartm ent. 
Meanwhile. OPA investigators 
arrested a second man. H arry A. 
Mone, 32, and held him for inves­ 
tigation, Other arrests, including 
a man said to be the head of San 
Francisco black m arket operations 
stem ming from the stamps, were 
expected. 
It was learned that Mone is a 
fellow townsman and close friend 
of Alex.

the brain, the hand and the foot. 
Our brains are superior for such 
actions as thinking up holidays 
like Christmas, and patron saints 
like Santa Claus, and for reading 
Shakespeare and such things, but 
the bird and the dog have brains 
that are perfectly sufficient for 
their purposes. 
No other animals, except the 
higher apes, have a hand which in 
any way compares to man, and 
Lhere are distinguished anthropol­ 
ogists who have said it was his 
hand which lifted man from the 
beast. 
But others argue for the feet. 
Man alone stands on his two feet 
erect, and uses them exclusively 
for locomotion. The birds stand 
mid rest on two feet, but they do 
not use them much for locomotion. 
Certainly if the argument took 
the turn of which organ could give 
the most trouble, the feet would 
probably win. Our hands do not 
really give us much bother. Oc­ 
casionally some scrivener gets 
writer’* cramp, but that it more or 
less of a rare event 
Feet and Hands Alike 
The feet have strain, whereas 
the hands are free of anything Uke 
continuous strain. They both are 
much alike in that they are com­ 
poned of a number of small bones 
held together by ligaments, but 
the feet are under the strain of 
the weight of tbs body and of pro­ 
pelling the body forward. 
Again, the hands are left un­ 
encased while doing their work. 
while the feet are shod with heavy, 
non-iesilient leather, commonly 
called shoes, and contraptions of 
cloth or wool commonly called 
stockings, and all their activities 
take place inside these contrap­ 
tion*. 
No wonder, then, that a promi­ 
nent orthopedist says that all the 
troubles of the feet can be ex­ 
plained on the basis of one of three 
factors: (I) variations in struc­ 
ture at the time of birth, ao that 
they are not able to withstand 
the severe usage they undergo 
throughout life; (2) the manner 
in which the foot is used, includ­ 
ing the influence of disease, in­ 
jury and infection; (3) the harm­ 
ful elf sets of shoes and stockings. 


The first group includes such 
conditions as congenital club foot 
and congenital flat foot. 
The Second Group 
The second group include* ac 
quired flat foot and derangements 
of the blood vessels of the feet 
leading to ulcerations, bunions 
and similar degenerations. 
The third, th* kind of shoes and 
stockings we vs tar, is the one over 
which we have most control. And 
the lack of that control is what 
causes the most numerous, al­ 
though the least serious, of our 
foot troubles 
In one of my articles the other 
day I said that foot troubles could 
come from shoe* that were either 
too large or too small. An ortho­ 
pedic surgeon wrote me that while 
it might seem that shoes that were 
too large would rub corns and cal­ 
louses, as a matter of experience 
he never saw any foot trouble 
from shoes that vert too large. 
But he saw plenty from shoes that 
arc too small. 
Your feet have two sizes, one 
when sitting and one when walk­ 
ing. 
The size of your foot changes 
while walking, but your shoes do 
not. 
Your feet are larger atter 
tramping around all day, but your 
shoes are not. 
When blacksmiths existed, they 
were required to have a lieerse in 
order to shoe a horse in forty- 
eight states of the union. In nq, 
state today is any license or exam­ 
ination required to fit a shoe to a 
human being. Many individuals 
go through life continually mis­ 
fitted.

grant union monopolies and ex­ 
clusive rights to 
work 
without 
compensation or taxation at the 
expenae of the consumer? And if 
the union now is thus given ‘‘free­ 
dom ” by enslavement to the state, 
what about us great people who 
pay the prices asked, and what 
of management? Are they free? 
Does disarmament mean free­ 
dom? We had it before, and we 
w*‘re attacked. France and Brit­ 
ain were supposed to maintain 
complete disarmament of Germany 
and w’e had strict naval arms lim­ 
itation with Japan. True, arma­ 
ments are tax burdens on the peo­ 
ple and tax burdens deny freedom, 
but does not armament in this war 
really mean freedom for us, and 
perhaps may it not continue its 
' meaning in the revolutionary con­ 
dition of the post-war world? 
I am asking. The war Is being 
won for freedom, the election was 
won for freedom. Now what is it? 
Whatever the reasonable, thought­ 
ful, clearheaded youth of the coun­ 
try want*, I am for it. 
But I do not think it either voted 
for or wants what some of the 
• propaganda group organizations— 
now furnishing their leaders wage 
jobs and lucrative publicity (and I 
am now referring to any foreign 
organization but our)—are adver­ 
tising as “freedom.”
